The Canon which we have taken are about one hundred and 
forry mounted, about 100. barrels of Powder, already come Zo 
our hands, with a good quantity of Shot, Ammunition,and Arms, 
we have found _ berween two and three thouſand Mnsquets, 
The Royall Fort had in it victuals for one hundred and 
men, for three hundred and twenty dayes, rhe Caſtle victualled 
for neere halfe fo long: The Prince had foor of the Garriſon 
as the Ma jor of the City informed me, two thouſand fiye hundred, 
and about onethouſand horfe, befide the Trayned bands of the 
Towne, and Auxiliaries one thouſand, ſome ſay fi ſteen hundred: 
I heare but one man hath died of the Plague in all our Army, 
akhough we have quartered amongſt and in che midit of infected 
perſons and places, we had not killed of ours in this ſtorme, nor 
all this ſiege two hundred men. | 
Thus I have given you a true, but not a full account of this 
great buſineſſe wherein he that runs may .readthar all this is 
none other then the worke of God, he muſt be aivery Atheiſt
